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Sadness as shop closes 
over ‘new lease demand 9

ONE of Ely’s independent shops is 
closing - because the landlord in¬ 
sisted on a new 10-year lease, say 
its owners. 

Ginette Heard and Christine 
Brown, who have run Yarn on the 
Square on the Market Place for six 
years, say they are “gutted” to be 
closing. 

But their landlord, James Bate¬ 
son, denies their only option was a 
10-year lease. 

Mr Bateson is the owner of Ran- 
nerlow Property Investment and 
Management - the firm which has 
just unveiled new plans to develop 
the 1960s retail and office block 
where Yarn on the Square is based. 

This week Mr Bateson also sub¬ 
mitted plans to the district council 
to develop the former Woolworth’s 
site in Forehill - where the Bargain 
Superstore currently is. 

Ginette and Christine are plan¬ 
ning to close Yarn on the Square on 
Easter Saturday, although they will 
close sooner if their stock runs out. 

Ginette said: “We can’t commit to 
a new 10-year lease, and to be hon¬ 
est I don’t think any other small in¬ 


dependent businesses like us could 
either. 

“We’re gutted and our customers 
are terribly sad. We’re more than 
a wool shop - we’re a community 
facility where people come to do 
what they love and socialise. 

“There was no room for nego¬ 
tiation with the lease, which is a 
shame, as we’ve been here for six 
years and paid our £16,500 annual 
rent every year. 

“Neither Christine nor I are get¬ 
ting any younger, which is why 


we’ve had to say no. There really is 
very little support for independent 
businesses here in Ely, which is a 
shame.” 

Mr Bateson denied that the only 
option he gave Ginette and Chris¬ 
tine was signing up for another 10 
years. 

He said: “I’m surprised by this 
claim. I’ve never been anything 
other than helpful to the ladies at 
Yarn on the Square and they told 
me they wanted to close due to ill 
health.” 


But Ginette and Christine say 
they would have happily signed up 
to a shorter lease. 

Mr Bateson said that Platinum 
Properties, currently in Forehill, 
will be moving into the premises 
when Yarn on the Square closes. 

Barry Lonsdale, chairman of the 
Ely Traders Association, said: “We’re 
all gutted that Yarn on the Square 
is closing. It’s a great independent 
business and its owners are mem¬ 
bers of the local chamber of com¬ 
merce. “ 


Mr Bateson’s plans for the Bar¬ 
gain Superstore in Forehill involve 
refurbishing the premises, par¬ 
tially demolishing the “unsightly” 
rear wing, which backs on to Three 
Cups Walk, and building six new 
townhouses and an apartment at 
the site. 

He said: “We hope that this pro¬ 
ject will help to re-energize the city 
central district.” 

Mr Bateson’s plans for the Market 
Place, which the Ely News featured 
last week, involve building 12 new 
apartments and enveloping the 
building in a new facade. 

The original proposals, which 
were revealed to the public last 
year, involved building 21 apart¬ 
ments. 

The plans, which have received 
a mixed reaction from residents to 
date, are going on display on Thurs¬ 
day and Saturday at the Ely Cathe¬ 
dral Centre on Palace Green. 

The event will run from 12.30- 
2.30pm on both days when resi¬ 
dents can view the plans in detail.

A SCHOOLGIRL has donated 
one of her much-loved doll’s 
houses to help raise funds 
for the Arthur Rank Hospice. 

Ebony Alda, 5, has two 
doll’s houses and has decid¬ 
ed to give her largest one to 
the charity so that it can be 
used to “help people who are 
poorly”. 

The toy has been lovingly 
restored by Bev Lorking, a 
long-standing volunteer at 
the hospice, and is now be¬ 
ing auctioned to raise funds. 

Ebony’s dad, Steve, who 
lives with his family in So- 
ham, said: “We first started 
talking to Bev when Ebony 
was 2 years old. She was 
standing on some grass and 
I pointed out a man walking 
his dog. 

“He came over and started 
talking to us and it turned 
out that he often comes into 
my work - Ridgeons - to get 
bits of timber to build and 
renovate doll’s houses. 

“Over the years we have 
got to know him and learnt 
all about Arthur Rank Hos¬ 
pice.” 

Ebony’s mum, Lucy, said: 
“Ebony has always loved her 
doll’s houses but Bev gave 
her a smaller one which fit¬ 
ted into her room much bet¬ 
ter. 

“He said he’d restore her 
original larger one and Eb¬ 
ony decided that rather than

have two, she wanted to do¬ 
nate one to the Arthur Rank 
Hospice. 

“She’s always thinking of 
others. Even when she earns 
20p for doing a job around 
the house, she puts it in the 
pot we have for our family 
holiday, rather than keeping 
it for herself or spending it 
on sweets.” 

Measuring 2.3ft high, 
just over 2ft deep and 2.4ft 
across, the doll’s house has 
a bright red front door and 
furniture including every¬ 
thing from a shower to bed¬ 
side table lamps. 

When asked what the best 
thing about the doll’s house 
is, Ebony said: “It will raise 
lots of money as it’s so big 
with lots of different rooms 
and furniture. The purple 
bedroom is the best.” 

The hospice is now selling 


the doll’s house on eBay. 

Dawn Easby, the charity’s 
communications officer, 
said: “It was a delight to meet 
Ebony and hear about why 
- at such a tender age - she 
wanted to help the hospice. 

“We hope people will feel 
motivated to share the story 
of her doll’s house donation 
with their friends and people 
who they think might be in¬ 
terested in bidding on it. 

“We’d love to generate 
some interest and conver¬ 
sation around it to help 
increase bids and raise an 
amount to equal her gener¬ 
osity.”

Police warning 
over doorstep 
jewellery scam

AMBULANCE chiefs have 
apologised after a teenage cyclist 
who was hit by a car in Ely had 
to wait an hour and a half for an 
ambulance to arrive. 

The collision involving a car and 
a bicycle happened in Stour Green 
at around 5.10pm on Monday. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service Trust (EEAST) said that it 
received the 999 call at 5.07pm 
and that a senior paramedic 
arrived on scene within 20 
minutes. However, an ambulance 
did not arrive until 6.35pm. 

AN EEAST spokesman said: 

"We would like to apologise to 
the patient for the wait and any 
further distress this may have 
caused. 

"The patient was treated 
for minor back pains but 
required hospital treatment and 
unfortunately, given the demand 
at the time, we were only able 
to get an ambulance on scene at 
6.35pm. 

"The patient did however have 
constant medical attention from a 
senior paramedic until the arrival 
of the ambulance at which point 
he was taken to Addenbrooke's. 

"We would ask the patient 
to get in touch if they have any 
questions or concerns." 


SCAMMERS trying to per¬ 
suade people to sell their 
gold and jewellery on the 
doorstep are targeting resi¬ 
dents in the Ely area.

Speaking on the Policing 
East Cambridgeshire Fa- 
cebook page, a spokesman 
said: “Reports of house to 
house callers visiting homes 
in Ely, approaching elderly 
and vulnerable residents, 
persuading them to sell gold 
and jewellery at the door¬ 
step. 

“This is not ethical prac¬ 
tice and we strongly advise 
people to speak to their 
relatives and friends to give

practical advice - and to say 
no on the doorstep. 

“The reports that we have 
received have included a 
male talking his way into the 
address of an elderly lady, 
and then evaluating the con¬ 
tent of her jewellery box, for 
which she was paid just £50. 

“In this instance the lady 
felt obliged to sell due to the 
pressure of having this man 
in her home.” 

Sgt Phil Priestley, who is 
based at Ely station and is 
a member of the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Proactive Team, 
said: “We are working with 
Trading Standards on these 


matters and we follow such 
reports up robustly. 

“This is not ethical busi¬ 
ness behaviour - if anyone 
would like to sell personal 
items it’s clear that there are 
a number of reasonable op¬ 
tions. 

“It is not necessary to have 
prospectors calling door to 
door - particularly where it 
is evident that the resident is 
elderly or easily confused or 
intimidated.” 

Anyone with any informa¬ 
tion about the incidents is 
urged to call police on 101.

Dumped horses 
moved off land

HORSES which had been 
‘fly-grazing’ on land in Mepal 
have finally been removed 
- although it’s not known 
where they have gone. 

Nine Cob-type horses 
had been grazing on a field 
at Manor Farm without the 
permission of the land’s 
owner - the Church Com¬ 
missioners. 

The horses’ owners had re¬ 
portedly not tended to them 
for at least six months and 
many villagers had taken it 
upon themselves to feed the 
horses. 

But a fortnight ago, the 
Church Commissioners’ 
agents, Savills, decided to 
get a company called 24 
Hour Bailiffs involved to try 
and track down the animals’ 
owners. 

The firm placed ‘aban¬ 
donment notices’ at the site 
on February 12 and gave 
the owners until midday on 
Monday to remove them 
from the field. According to 
locals, the horses were re¬ 
moved either last Thursday 
or Friday. 


Gary Goy, from 24 Hour 
Bailiffs, based in Kent, said: 
“Sadly we deal with fly-graz¬ 
ing all the time. The police 
haven’t got the resources to 
deal with it and the animal 
charities aren’t interested if 
the horses aren’t suffering. 

“These horses had been 
dumped on the land and not 
tended to by their owners for 
months on end. Fortunately 
they were all in good condi¬ 
tion, the only issue was that 
they were there illegally.” 

Under the Control of 
Horses Act 2015, land own¬ 
ers have the power to find 
suitable homes for horses 
that are abandoned or have 
them removed by bailiffs 
who will then either find 
homes for them, sell them 
or, as a last resort, have them 




euthanised. 

Gary said: “These hors¬ 
es are lucky. If the owners 
hadn’t removed them in time 
we would have had to take 
further action. Obviously 
we always do everything in 
our power to find homes for 
them or sell them, but even if 
we sell them we never really 
know what’s going to happen 
to them. 

“We’d been inundated 
with people offering homes 
for these horses as people 
had put the fact abandon¬ 
ment notices had been is¬ 
sued on social media. 

“Because the animals have 
now been taken away by 
their owners, to where we do 
not know, we will now con¬ 
tact all those people to thank 
them for their support.”

AN elderly man and his wife 
chased down two brothers in a 
Transit van after catching them 
burgling their home. 

Sean Hedges, 26, and Levi 
Hedges, 22, of Whitecross Road, 
Wilburton, appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court last Wednes¬ 
day and both were found guilty 
of burglary. 

Giving evidence, William King, 
69, told the court that he and his 
wife had returned to their bun¬ 
galow in Gravel End, Witcham, 
having been shopping in Ely on 
August 7 last year, to find a Ford 
Transit van in their driveway. 

As Mr and Mrs King pulled up, 
they said the van “roared” out 
of the yard and the couple, who 
were in an Opel Astra, gave chase 
until they had cornered the van

and the police had arrived. 

Mr King said: “As we got to the 
bungalow, we saw a Transit pick¬ 
up truck parked in front of our 
shed. 

“As I parked, the van roared 
out of the yard. As quickly as 
possible, I reversed and followed 
them down the drive.” 

Mr King said that, after a while, 
the van stopped and the passen¬ 
ger got out and approached the 
Kings’ car as though he wanted 
to talk. 

Mr King told the court he 
slowed down but that, as soon as 
he did so, the van took off again. 


“I followed the van,” said Mr 
King. “As soon as we gave chase, 
we called the police straight 
away.” 

Mr King told the court the van 
doubled back on itself to pick up 
the passenger who had been left 
behind. 

The couple were then able to 
follow the van and corner it until 
the police arrived. 

“My thought was not to con¬ 
front them any further,” said Mr 
King. 

“We just sat there and they did 
the same and sat in the cab of 
the van. 

“It seemed like an eternity, but 
it was probably only about 10 
minutes.” 

When police arrived and 
searched the vehicle, they found 


several items that had been 
taken from sheds on Mr King’s 
property, including a diesel gen¬ 
erator, an outboard motor, a 
strimmer, an electric pump and 
an agricultural grinder, as well as 
several large batteries. 

The brothers denied the of¬ 
fence, saying they had been of¬ 
fered the items by Mr King and 
that he had deliberately tried to 
set them up. 

However, the jury reached 
a unanimous verdict and the 
brothers were sentenced to 10 
months imprisonment, which 
was suspended for two years. 

They were both ordered to 
complete 150 hours of unpaid 
community work and Sean 
Hedges was told to pay £450 to¬ 
wards court costs.

Please don't 
move our P.O. 

IN last week's Ely News online I note 
that there are proposals to move 
Haddenham's Post Office to the Spar 
shop in the High Street. 

This is a most ridiculous idea 
for several reasons. For those who 
don't know the layout of our High 
Street, the Spar shop is owned and 
developed in a way that has to 
be applauded up to now. With its 
friendly staff, it is a village shop of 
which to be proud. 

The present Post Office is further 
down in a position it has occupied 
since at least 1950 when I first came 
here. It has had several owners all 
of whom have run it in a friendly, 
successful manner. Now, the Post 
Office national managers wish to 
move it to the Spar shop which is 
not such a good idea as it may seem. 
Where it is now, it is easy to access 
even for the disabled, as I am at 
present. Moving to a place where the 
Spar shop is will create a site of great 
congestion even now. The latter is 
very close to a busy A road crossroad 
and where there is already a bus 
stop. Cars already ignore double 
yellow lines on both sides of a narrow 
section, all obstructing traffic. When 
the delivery lorries for the Spar shop 
come they make an obstacle, but that 
is necessary of course. If the PO was 
moved in also there would be even 
more problems outside. 

Inside the shop there are often 
queues of people waiting to check 
out at the desks and to add even 
more queues would be very stressful, 
especially if one has to cross one 
queue to get to the other and then 
cross again to leave the shop. The 
Post Office says it would all be for 
greater convenience of its clients. 
Please believe me when I say the 
opposite will be the case. 

I really can see bedlam being 
created by this scheme and I have 
no wish to offend Mr Ken Walker, 
but I do think the Post Office should 
reconsider. If the present site is 
unprofitable - which I have difficulty 
in believing considering the numbers 
that use it - the PO, which is a 
"not-for-profit" organisation, must 
subsidise it. It acts for several banks 
now besides any other private trade 
of the owners.

PUPILS at Little Downham Feoffees Primary 
School are a step closer to having a zipwire in 
their playground.

A&E: Is it serious?

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COURT 

Fraudster had 
gambling habit 


A CONMAN cheated resi¬ 
dents out of nearly £9,000 
to fund his “corrosive” 
gambling addiction. 

Samuel Jackson, of High 
Street, Soham, was work¬ 
ing as a landscaper and 
contractor in and around 
Cambridge when, between 
June last year and Febru¬ 
ary, he defrauded a num¬ 
ber of people out of a total 
of £8,862. 

Jackson promised his 
services, securing deposits 
and agreeing to carry out 
a range of jobs, from re¬ 
pairing fences to installing 
patios. After receiving the 
deposit, Jackson either did 
not do the work agreed or 
only completed a portion 
of it. 

Appearing at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday, Jackson pleaded 
guilty to multiple counts of 
fraud by false representa¬ 
tion. 

Jackson was sentenced to 
a 20-week prison sentence,

suspended for 12 months. 
He was also ordered to 
complete 100 hours of un¬ 
paid work and to pay back 
the money to those he had 
defrauded. 

The court heard that 
Jackson had needed the 
money to pay for a gam¬ 
bling addiction that had 
taken control of his life. 

“Clearly, this is a very se¬ 
rious offence,” said chair¬ 
man of the bench, Richard 
Torfitt. “The level of offend¬ 
ing has impacted on a large 
number of people who 
put their trust in you. You 
abused that trust. It shows 
the corrosive effects of a 
gambling addiction.” 

A spokesman for Trading 
Standards at Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council, which 
brought the prosecution, 
said Jackson had not tar¬ 
geted the elderly or vulner¬ 


able and that this type of 
fraud was difficult to guard 
against. 

“We received complaints 
from a lot of people,” said 
the spokesman. “What he 
was doing was going to 
see the customers, agree¬ 
ing what they wanted done 
and taking a deposit. 

“On a number of occa¬ 
sions, the work was not 
done and the money, rather 
than being spent on mate¬ 
rials for the job, was spent 
in improper ways. 

“I think most people 
would request a deposit. 
That is normal practice. It 
was not old or vulnerable 
people. They were all man¬ 
ner of people from all walks 
of life.” 

The spokesman said that, 
in most cases they would 
recommend people use ac¬ 
knowledged good traders 
or that they look for peo¬ 
ple that come well recom¬ 
mended before offering a 
deposit for work.

‘12,800 homes 
needed by 2026’ 


MORE than 12,000 new 
homes need to be built in 
the Ely area over the next 
20 years, according to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The figure is included in 
the Preliminary Draft Local 
Plan which, once approved, 
will act as a blueprint for 
growth in the Ely area until 
2036. 

The council is now asking 
people and organisations to 
comment on the plan which 
aims to deliver 12,800 new 
dwellings, 7,100 new jobs, 
3,000 square-metres of new 
convenience (food) retail 
space and 10,000 square- 
metres of new non-food re¬ 
tail space. 

In a statement in the draft 
plan, council leader fames 
Palmer said: “This council 
is committed to building a 
better East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire. 

“Yes, we need to protect 
the very reasons why the 
district has such a high 
quality of life. But we also

need to facilitate growth in 
much -needed homes and 
jobs. We need to build abet¬ 
ter East Cambridgeshire. 

“In 2014/15, we only built 
163 homes across the whole 
district. That simply is not 
sufficient. 

“Every week, on average, 
around 11 new ‘house¬ 
holds’ are created in East 
Cambridgeshire, whether 
that be children growing up 
wanting their own homes, 
young people in shared ac¬ 
commodation getting mar¬ 
ried and wanting to start 
a family, people moving 
to the area to take a job, 
or partners deciding to go 
their separate ways. 

“Yet in 2014/15 we only 
built three homes a week. 
That leaves, on average, 
eight newly-created house¬ 
holds in East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire having no home to move 
into, every week. We can’t 


let this continue.” 

According to information 
provided by Census 2011, 
there were 31,112 workers 
aged 16 to 74 employed in 
East Cambridgeshire. Out 
of this more than 21,000 
were commuting to work 
outside the district.

ELY’S newest primary school will 
have its own life-saving defibrilla¬ 
tor thanks to generous local spon¬ 
sors and a national cardiac charity. 

The Isle of Ely Primary School, 
which is being built on Cam Drive, 
has been able to buy the expensive 
equipment with donations from 
Kier Construction, which is build¬ 
ing the new school, and St Mary’s 
Pharmacy in Ely. 

The purchase was made possi¬ 
ble by charity SADS (Sudden Ar¬ 
rhythmic Death Syndrome) UK, 
which allowed the school to buy 
the defibrillator at a heavily dis¬ 
counted price. 

After a cardiac arrest, every min¬ 
ute without CPR and defibrillation 
reduces chance of survival by 10 
per cent. 

Bryony Surtees, Isle of Ely Prima¬ 
ry School’s executive head teacher, 
said: “I’d like to thank Kier and St 
Mary’s Pharmacy on behalf of the 
teachers, parents and children for 
their kind support in sponsoring 
our new defibrillator.” 


Dennis Cotton, operations di¬ 
rector at Kier, said: “We all hope 
that nobody will ever need to use 
the defibrillator, but it will be reas¬ 
suring for the children, staff and 
parents to know that the equip¬ 
ment is available should they ever 
experience a medical emergency 
on the school grounds.” 


SADS UK, which funds research 
and medical equipment to prevent 
premature sudden cardiac death, 
will organise relevant training for 
staff to use the defibrillator. 

To thank the charity for its help, 
pupils held a fund-raising day, 
raising £232 by wearing red and 
organising an art auction and cake 


stall. 

The new school was due to open 
in January but, as previously re¬ 
ported, the facilities will now not 
be ready until the spring term. 

The school, which is run by the 
Active Learning Trust, is currently 
operating from Ely St Mary’s Junior 
School.

Huge surge in 
hare coursing 


HARE coursing incidents 
more than doubled in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire last year, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

Wildlife crime officer Pc 
Alun Bradshaw said there 
has been an unprecedented 
rise in coursing, in which 
dogs are unleashed in fields 
to chase, catch and kill wild 
hares. 

In 2014 there were 433 re¬ 
ports of hare coursing, which 
jumped to 1,068 in 2015. 

“It’s definitely the most 
common crime against ani¬ 
mals we see,” said Pc Brad¬ 
shaw. “It’s high profile and it 
affects a lot of people.” 

The crime can also be cost¬ 
ly as perpetrators often break 
locks and gates in order to 
trespass on land and carry 
out the ‘sport’. Pc Bradshaw 
said it was common for him 
to receive 14 or 15 reports of 
hare coursing in a single day. 

Historically, the crimes are 
more frequently committed 
in the East Cambridgeshire 
and Fenland area, but re¬ 
cently there has been a rise

across the whole of East An¬ 
glia. 

Pc Bradshaw recently 
met Cambridge’s MP Daniel 
Zeichner to discuss wildlife 
crime in the county, which 
includes attacks on 
swans, bird nests, 
fish and deer 
poaching. 

Mr Zeichner 
recently backed 
a campaign 
launched by the 
not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisation World 
Animal Protection 
to raise awareness of 
the National Wildlife Crime 
Unit (NWCU) - a national 
police unit dedicated to wild¬ 
life crime. 

He said: “Cambridgeshire 
people are animal lovers. The 
NWCU is absolutely critical 
in the fight against wildlife 
crime to stop animals being 


attacked, poached, smug¬ 
gled, butchered for their 
body parts or kept alive in 
order to be sold on. 

“Without them, a huge 
number of wildlife crime 
cases would not be success¬ 
fully investigated or pros¬ 
ecuted, and criminals target¬ 
ing wildlife would walk free.” 

Head of campaigns at 
World Animal Protec¬ 
tion, Alyx Elliott, 
said: “Wildlife 

crime in Cam- 
bridgeshire 
ranges from fish 
poaching in the 
Cam and dog at¬ 
tacks on swans in 
our parks, through 
to hare coursing in 
the countryside and 
even illegal trade in rhino 
horn on the internet. 

“We encourage all resi¬ 
dents in the county to report 
wildlife crime to the police 
so that wildlife can be better 
protected from the criminals 
currently making a profit 
from their suffering.”

HGV plan 
welcomed

Shock figures on 
vehicle recalls 


S TERICYCLE ExpertSOLUTIONS, 
the product recall management 
firm, last week released its Q4 
2015 Index, which reveals that 
automotive recalls have increased 
by approximately 20 per cent every 
year since 2013, with German 
and Japanese manufacturers 
racking up the vast majority of 
auto recalls launched in Europe 
last year. Between the third and 
fourth quarters of 2015, auto recalls 
climbed 16 per cent. 

The Q4 Index, based on data 
from the EU's RAPEX and RASFF 
rapid alert systems, reports a total of 
59 auto recalls this quarter, and 235 
during the course of 2015. Electrical 
issues, air bags, brakes and steering 
systems accounted for many of the 
leading causes of auto recalls. 

Industry experts are not 
anticipating that auto recalls will 
continue at these exponential rates. 
However, automotive manufacturers 
in Europe are operating in an 
environment that is undergoing 
increased scrutiny, particularly 
around the safety of electrical 



RECALL SAGA: In many ways this 
issue has most affected the US 
market, where vehicle legislation is 
stringent and comprehensive 

components, which is likely to 
prompt repeated recall events. 

"Automotive recalls are 
generating a significant amount of 
interest, not least from European 
policy makers and regulators," 
says Farzad Henareh, European 
vice president, Stericycle 
ExpertSOLUTIONS. "We anticipate 
that the intensified focus on root 
causes and countries of origin will 
result in regulatory change which 
will have a marked effect on the 


recall landscape in 2016." 

As the Stericycle Index points 
out, heightened awareness of auto 
safety has already resulted in the 
EU mandating new safety features 
including seatbelt reminders, ISOFIX 
child seat anchorages and tyre 
pressure monitoring systems. With 
more mandates likely to follow, 
manufacturers can expect to see 
even greater regulatory complexity. 

In terms of acting on auto recall 
notices, European consumers are 
demonstrably more compliant with 
recall procedures than consumers 
in the US who are suffering from 
recall fatigue. 

"It's great that recall notices 
in the EU are eliciting a positive 
response from many customers. 
However, the completion of recall 
campaigns is still lasting up to 24 
months, leaving many affected cars 
on the road," continued Henareh. 
"Enhancing owner data and 
recall processes could help auto 
manufacturers accelerate recall 
completion and strengthen repair 
rates."

“We’ve had about five, six or 
seven chances to their one in the 
second half, and we’ve got our 
reward late on. 

“Jordan Gent was absolutely 
fantastic, but there are plenty of
